Iron Mill May Resume Opreatloa. 

There is talk of resuming op- 
erations at the old iron mill on 
Red River in Estill county. This 
mill was located ten miles from 
the mouth of the stream men- 
tioned, which empties into the 
Kentucky at a point near Irvine, 
and has not been in operation 
for more than forty years, but 
was formerly a very prosperous 
concern and turned out an ex- 
cellent quality of pig. "I'm I- 
ron" Kelly, the late noted Con- 
gressman from the iron center of 
Pennsylvania, visited the mill 
and the surrounding ore districts 
about twenty years since and 
pronounced the ore to the finest 
quality. The mill suspended op- 
erations because of the vast diffi- 
culty experienced in floating the 
ore out the Kentucky to market. 
There were only five locks in the 
river at that time and they were 
never used. The only ore brought 
out iu the shape of pig was float- 
ed out on barges and the bottom 
of the Kentucky is strewn with 
the contents of many of these 
boats wrecked by the treacherous 
t nil's and shoals of a river then 
almost uncoutrolable. — Frank- 
fort Journal. 

The iron mill mentioned above 
which used to be in Estill is now 
in Powell and was located where 
this city now stands. We hope 
the report is true but will be bet- 
ter pleased when we see work 
begin.
